1.121. Applicant argues the rules regarding rejoiner cited in section MPEP 821.01 is not applicable to the instant rejoinder practice 
because Applicants are not arguing that the initial restriction requirement itself was impoper. Applicant states that the examiner found the 
elected claims allowable; therfor Applicants are properly requesting a rejoinder of non-elected claims [see: response filed June 1 3, 2007 
page 23]. In response the examiner notes the final office action mailed June 13, 2007 cited section 821 .04 for support in maintaining the 
restriction requirement [see pages 7-8 of action].
